-We cannot imagine that there 
vere many residents of 
the: Colony who were fully con- 
versant with the meaning of an 
order for committal to the House 
of Detention prior to the revela- 
tions-‘in The Critic.and tho Tele- 
graph, or there must have been 
public outcry Jorg’ ere this. 
Public opinion here is slow to 
’ |manifest: itself, laissez faire hag 
far :too firm a grip, but we be- 
leve,,we'must, that ‘the more 
decent type of ‘resident: would 
soon have grown-so ashamed, as.

demanded. Now that attention 
has been brought to the really. 
conditions in the

1 often wonder if there are not 
toc many players who depend upon 
mathematics too much in contract 
bridge. Some players add up the 
number of quick tricks that they 
Ipcate in the combined two hands 
and {f they hold so mony thoy 
figure they can make game, while 
another definite figtire tells them 
that they can make a slam. 

-I have scen-- hands with six 
quick tricks which produced only 
seven or eight playing tricks— 
and again I have seen hands with 
only two or three quick tricks that 
will produce game or even a slam. 

- Far better than the mathemati- 
cal percentages are the inferences 
to be gained from the. bidding. 
Let us take the following hand.
